Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-2 & 6-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Powell (US Patent 5,248,385). 

Claim 1 : Powell teaches a silicon carbide epitaxial wafer which is formed on a 
substrate that is less than 1° off from the {0001} surface of silicon carbide having an a- 
type crystal structure (Col. 4 lines 40-67 - Col. 5 lines 1-20; Claim 1). 

Claim 2: Powell teaches the silicon carbide epitaxial wafer is formed on a {0001} 
C face of the substrate (Col. 5 lines 1-20). 

Claim 6 : Powell teaches a manufacturing method of a silicon carbide epitaxial 
wafer, wherein silicon carbide is epitaxially grown on a substrate that is less than 1° off 
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from the {0001 } surface of silicon carbide having an a-type crystal structure (Col. 4 lines 
40-67 - Col. 5 lines 1 -20; Claim 1 ). 

Claim 7: Powell teaches the silicon carbide is epitaxially grown on a {0001} C 
face of the substrate (Col. 5 lines 1-20).
